Apparatus for Coating Paper. 





The apparatus herewith illustrated, 
though primarily designed for use in ap- 
ying gum or other like adhesive material 

» the surface of paper, is equally available 
applying a coating of other material 
esigned for giving surface, color or finish 
to one side of a sheet or roll of paper, 
loth, &e. When gum is thus applied the 
paper may be used for staying up, trim- 
ing, covering and labeling paper boxes or 
for postage stamps, labels and 
ther purposes. 
Figure 1 is a general side elevation, a por- 
tion of the mid length of the delivery table

or work table and apron being broken away 
to curtail the length of the figure ; Fig. 2 is 
in elevation of a portion at right angles to 
the view in Fig. 1; Fig. 3, on a larger scale, 
is a central longitudinal section of a portion 
of the machine; Fig. 4 is a plan view of a 
portion thereof. 
A is a fixed framework of cast iron or 
other suitable material, and A’ a table or 
horizontal platform supported thereon, by 
the aid of which the paper is fed into the 
machine. A? is a tank supported on the 
framing and containing a quantity of a 
solution of dextrine or other fluid or semi 
fluid material. 
} is a drum of brass or other suitable ma 
terial, having its surface truly cylindrical 
Its axis, supported in fixed bearings, is 
slowly turned by the aid of a gear wheel 
B’, engaging with a pinion, D’, carried on 
the main driving shaft D, which is driven 
by a pulley (not represented), receiving a 
belt from a steam engine or other suitable 
A large pulley, D?, on the same 
shaft gives motion through the medium of a 
belt, E, and pulley, F’, toa blower, F, which 
may be of any suitable character. A strong 
current of air impelled by this blower is 
conducted upward ina pipe, G, which ex- 
tends across the machine near the under 
side of the drum B, and is thickly bored 
with perforations, gz. These are set so as to 
blow toward the drum, but not squarely 
The current of air is blown from the per- 
forations g at an inclination forward. 
C is a sliding gate mounted in the base of 
the tank A*. When the machine is in oper- 
ation the gate is adjusted so that its edge 
stands near but not quite in contact with 
the drum. It allows the surface of the 
drum to pass it coated with a fresh layer of 
the adhesive material of uniform thickness. 
The thickness may be adjusted at will by 
turning the hand wheels H’, and thereby 
adjusting the nearness of the scraper or gate, 
C, to the drum B at one end or both ends. 
There are two screws, H, each operated 
independently by applying the hand to the 
corresponding hand wheel H’. Each screw 
S tapped through the front of the tank 
\* arfd engages the corresponding end of 
the gate C between a collar, H*, and a nut, 
ils. The nut is firmly held by a jam nut, in 
the obvious manner. It follows that as the 

rew is adjusted endwise it carries with it 
that end of the gate C. 

Between the edge of the feed table A’ and 
he drum B is a pair of feed rolls, 1J. The 
»wermost I receives motion through a 
ear wheel, I’, from the gear wheel B’. The 
ippermost J rests on I. The motion of 
hese feed rolls coincides with that of the 
‘rum B, being only enough slower to insure 
iat the paper shall be smoothly extended 
‘pon the latter. 

A*is a transverse bar extending across 
he machine under the drum, and A‘ is a 
‘etallic deflector held on the bar A® by 
‘eans of a pinching screw A®. This should 
© So set that the upper edge of the deflector 
vill almost, but not quite, touch the mate- 

il which is being carried past it along on 
‘he drum. The deflector allows the drum, 
vith its coating of adhesive material and 

‘per on its under surface, to move past 

without touching; but the current of air 
which accompanies it is caught by the de- 


power. 
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flector and directed downward, so that the 
paper after being detached from the drum 
moves in air which is practically still. 

A’ isa cylindrical bar extending across 
the machine at a higher level. It supports 
a series of removable levers, K 4, the part K 
of each lever being cast iron and the part 
& being a steel wire set therein, bent and 
sharpened at the lower end. The superior 
gravity of the portion K holds the points of 
the wires 4, termed ‘‘ clearing points,’’ gen- 
tly against the drum B, and insures that the 
paper shall be detached from the drum 
when it reaches this point. These parts K 
#are narrow and are set side by side on 
the bar As. They present the clearing 
points £ near together and in actual though 
gentle contact with thedrum. They insure 
the detachment of the paper and its deflec- 
tion away from the drum in an oblique up- 
ard direction. 

Lis adrum mounted in fixed bearings in 
the position shown, and receiving through 
as represented, a 
surface motion corresponding 
tothat ofthedrum B. Anend- 
less apron, m, runs over the 
drum L. The apron m also 
runs over and in contact with 
the upper face of a work table, 
A’, which may be of any 
breadth to allow the attend 
ants to work on each side of 
the apron, taking the pasted

N is a drum which keeps 
the apron m extended. Means 
are provided for taking up 
any excessive slack of the 
apron, and also for adjusting 
the angular position of this 
drum, N, so as to guide the 
apron. Pisa shaft mounted 
in fixed bearings, in which it is capable of 
partially revolving. 

P’ is an arm fixed on the shaft P. Its 
upper end supports one of the bearings of 
the drum N. A short arm, P?, extending 
horizontally from shaft P receives a screw, 
the poiat of which strikes a plate on the 
floor. By adjusting this screw, Q, the shaft 
P may be turned slightly in its bearings. 


P? is an arm extending obliquely upward 
from shaft, P, on which it is fixed, and carry- 
ing a screw, S. An arm, R, is mounted 
loosely on the shaft P. Its upper end sup- 
ports one of the bearings of the drum N. 
The point of the screw S presses against a 
wing cast on the arm R, Adjusting the 
screw Q turns the shaft P, and moves both 
arms P’ and R, so as to move both ends of 
the drum N, and thereby increase or relax 
the tension of the apron m. Adjusting the 
screw S changes the position of the loose 
arm R relatively to the shaft P, allowing 
the end of the drum supported in the arm 
R to be set to right or left relatively to the 
arm P’. This adjustment, additional to the 
adjustment by the screw Q, serves to guide 
the apron and keep it always on the mid 
length of its respective drums L and N. 


T is a clearing drum revolved in the posi- 
tion represented. Its surface may move, 
and preferably does move, somewhat faster 
thanthe drum. It is grooved both longitu- 
dinally and transversely with grooves of V 
section. These make the surface of this 
clearing drum in effect a series of pyramidal 
spurs, the motion of which is certain to de- 
flect the front edge of each sheet of paper 
downward. and insure its resting properly 
upon the apron m. 

U w are a series of clearers held by pinch- 
ing screws, U’, upon a crossbar, A*. , One 
wire, w, lies in each of the circular grooves 
around the clearing drum T. These are 
only important in case the sheets shall tend 
to stick to the points of the pyramidal spurs 
and be carried around therewith. The 
clearers insure their detachment. 

By applying the sheets to the under in- 
stead of tothe upper side of the drum B they 
are presented on the apron with their freshly 
coated faces upward. This is very impor. 


tant, because the coated face is liable to 
stick. The ordinary practice of applying 
the sheets to the upper side of the drum 
leaves them with the coated side down, 
unless special provision is made for turning 
them after their removal. 

The gate C should be set forward a little, 
so as to entirely close the aperture between 
itself and the drum whenever the machine 
is stopped. This may be effected by turn- 
ing the screws H by means of the hand 
wheel H’. Under ordinary conditions of 
working the gate C should be set backward 
from the drum B enough to allow a sufficient

the gate C. 

Guide bars, A* A, are arranged to serve 
as guides for the paper after it has passed 
through the feed rolls I J, and before it comes 
in contact with the drum B. These are of 
advantage in preventing the paper from

Picked Up in Paper Mills.

HAND. 


Some boiler makers have a way of 
putting copper between the plates of boilers 
in order to make a tight joint when a calk- 
ing tool has been over the work. Copper is 
a good metal to stand heat and strain, but 
care must be taken that it is so disposed 
that the difference between the expansion 
of copper and iron does not cause trouble. 
The expansion of copper when compared to 
that of iron is as 3:2; therefore if a copper 
strip expands .03 of an inch, the iron has 
only expanded .02 of an inch. For very 
thin pieces of copper this will not cause 
trouble, but where the copper is thick and 
its area is somewhat extended a serious leak 
may be developed which cannot be closed 
The working of the 
two pieces of metal one upon the other, 
caused by the expansion of the two metals 


by ordinary means. 


in a different ratio, causes the trouble. 

This is a great objection to the use of 
copper tubes in aniron boiler. Copper isa 
fine metal for boilers, as its conductivity 
compared with that of iron is as 6:1; 
that is, it will conduct heat six times as fast, 
and therefore six times as much heat as the 
iron will transmit. The difference in ex- 
pansion, however, although not so much as 
the conductivity, causes an uncomfortable 
complication when copper tubes are placed 
in an iron boiler. 
rode or rust, and therefore is an excellent 
tube material, and being soft it is easily 


The copper will not cor- 


beaten into place and makes a tight joint 
when it is cold, but when heat is applied to 
the boiler the tubes expand in length more 
than the boiler shell and punch themselves 
out of the tube sheets, causing serious leak- 
ing.

sary to put in tubes other than iron.

It is probable that oil lamps will be used 
in paper mills as long as paper is made, 
notwithstanding that the electric light is 
A good deal of 
trouble is caused by lamp wicks becoming 
quickly charred. This may be prevented 
by making a solution of phosphate of soda 

Dip the wicks into the solu- 
tion, and after they are thor- 
oughly impregnated they may 
be dried and placed in the 
lamps. It is probable that 
it is needless to add that only 
new, clean wicks should be 
treated inthis manner. Wicks 
which have been used should 
be thrown away. If phos- 
phate of soda is not at hand 
try common borax. It is not 
quite as good as soda, but it 
will save nine-tenths of the 
burning away of a wick. 

This is pretty good stuff 
also to dip clothes into when 
a man has a good deal of work 
to do handling hot iron. 
Sometimes a man has to do 
it, especially in shop repair 
work, and clothing dipped in 
a solution of soda or borax 
will not take fire so easily as common fab- 
rics. If it does take fire it will smoulder, 
and not burst into flame. Silicate of soda 
is another good material for rendering 
clothing uninflammable.

When a paper mill man is tempted to 
buy a second-hand boiler because it is cheap 
and ‘‘just what he needs,’’ he had better 
first sit down and do a little thinking. 
Study over the effect made by the com- 
bination of an old worn out boiler and a 
careless, ignorant man in charge. Some- 
body is pretty apt to get hurt before the 
boiler is thrown out of the mill, and then 
there is reason to regret that the man who 
purchased that boiler was not the only 
sufferer in case of accident. The same re- 
mark might apply to the steam engine. As 
the steam engine and boiler combined only 
utilize one-tenth of the number of heat 
units contained in the coal consumed, it is 
necessary to use the best steam machinery 
obtainable and to put it in charge of a first 
Almost 
valve motion placed upon engines is so ar- 


class engineer. all of the complex 
ranged that the machine may be self regu- 
lating and that it may economize coal to 
the last possible ounce. 

Here is another demand for im- 
proved machinery and first-class men. 
There is no room in the paper business for 


new, 


old engines or second-rate engineers. It 
seems as if there were a demand for even 
closer regulation than is at present possible 
with the best engines made. At present 
when an engine gets a mouthful too much 
steam the fly wheel must make at least 
half a revolution before its motion is ac- 
celerated enough to transmit the increase 


of speed to the governor balls, and another 


half revolution takes place before the cut | 


off operates and closes the steam valve. 


In the highest type of automatic machine 


regulation may be made with one revolution | 


of the fly wheel, but in most enginesit takes 
three or even four before the work is done. 
Even then the cut off is often carried to the 
other extreme and the

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sufficient quantity to increase the speed. 
What is desired is a closer method of con- 
necting the automatic steam valves to the 
speed of the engine. 

Electricity is about the only thing which 
works quick enough, and it seems as if a 
small motor driven at high speed from the 
engine shaft would be so accelerated in 
speed during one-eighth of a revolution of 
the engine that the increase or decrease of 
current could be made to actuate the steam 
valves and admit more or less steam as 
called for at that instant. The dynamo 
may not be large; one of one-fiftieth of a 
horse power would probably be large enough 
to do the work, especially if it acted on the 
steam valves by means of electric magnets, 
which in turn were actuated by an ordinary 
electric light current. A slow, regulating 
dynamo current could be applied through a 
relay in precisely the same way that local 
and line batteries are connected in oper- 
ating telegraph lines. 





In connection with the above scheme it 
may be well to consider the use of dynamic 
electricity for operating fire alarms, watch- 
men’s clocks, call bells and the other elec- 
tric devices which are, or should be, plenti- 
ful in every paper mill. By the use of a 
considerable resistance coil and a relay 
similar to those used in telegraphing the 
electric light current can be used for all 
electric signal purposes, and it can also be 
made to automatically switch itself into 
connection with the signals when the dy- 
namo is started and to switch itself out 
when the dynamo is stopped, switching in 
at the same time a set of open circuit bat- 
teries which will do the work when the 
dynamo is not running. As the open cir- 
cuit batteries do not consume themselves 
when at rest, they will be idle when the 
dynamo is in operation, and will conse- 
quently last much longer than if employed 
the way in which they are managed at 


present. 


Dextrine and Sizing Material. 





Various chemists and manufacturers 
of chemicals have tried in various instances 
to extract sizing material from seaweed, 
but without marked succe-s. Mr. Boa, 
however, recommends the following recipe 
for making a substitute for a very low 
grade of arabin; Macerate for one hour 8 
grams of Irish moss in 750 grams of cold 
water. The mixture is then moderately 
heated, the mass being constantly stirred. 
Five minutes’ boiling is sufficient to pro- 
duce a pound of glutinous solution. This 
process may afford some interest, because 
of the very small cost it entails, but the 
product obtained is of very poor quality: 
its mucilaginous power is feeble, while the 
slightest moisture softens it. 

A far better result is obtained from chest- 
nut glue, containing virtually the same ele. 
ments which are found in flour paste, inas- 
much as amylaceous substances exist in a 
great number of vegetables.

Last December Frank R. Walker, a 
paper manufacturer having an office at 28 
Bond street, New York, and mills at Mont- 
gomery, N. Y., and Bridgeport, Conn., made 
to John E. McGowan. 
Among the creditors were Felix Salomon &

Co., who replevined eighty bales of bagging 
at the Montgomery mill. This replevin suit 
was tried before Judge Childs this week and 
occupied the attention of Part II. of the Su- 
preme Court Monday and Tuesday, 
John appearing for the 
plaintiffand Franklin Bien for the defendant. 

Felix Salomon, senior member of the 
plaintiffs firm, testified that prior to Octo- 
1890, had sold Frank R. Walker 
goods to the amount of only $120, about 
October 13 or 14 last. F. W. Felch called 
on him and asked whether he had any 
goods suitable for Walker’s use. Mr. 
Salomon said that he had, and asked as to 
Walker’s financial standing, whereupon 
Felch said that he had had a talk with 
Walker and that Walker was doing a good, 
profitable business, was perfectly solvent, 
and in case of need could get money from 
his father. Mr. Salomon then showed Mr. 
Felch certain bagging and subsequently 
shipped two sample lots to Mr. Walker’s 
Montgomery mill; on October 24, E. 
Dimon, who was manager for Mr. Walker, 
called and closed a contract for 500 tons, as

In talking 
the contract over with Mr. Dimon inquiry 
was made as to Mr. Walker’s financial con 
dition and Mr. Dimon replied that while 
Walker did not claima large capital, he was 
doing a good business, was making money, 
and that in case of need he could get money 
from his father, Fernando R. Walker, and 
that relying on that witness sold the goods. 

Mr. Walker was called on to produce the 
letter of October 24, but his counsel ad 
mitted that it could be proved by a copy, 
which was put in evidence. 

The witness then continued his testi 
mony, saying: In the early part of Novem 
ber Mr. Walker assured him that he was 


solvent and was doing a profitable business. | 
Mr. Salomon further testified that he had | 


never been paid for the bagging which he 
had sold to Mr. Walker. 

The cross examination did not develop 
any new facts and did not shake the evi 


dence given by the witness. 


Frank W. Felch testified that he is a broker | 


in paper and paper stock and sold some 
paper for Mr. Walker; Felch asked the lat- 
ter if he could not sell him somestock. He 
said yes, if he could get a certain kind of 
bagging at a price ; witness found the bag- 
ging at Mr. Salomon’s and told Mr. Walker 
what could be done ; he said to buy it, and 
the witness took a sample lot with the privi- 
lege of 500 tons ; Mr. Solomon asked as to 
Mr. Walker’s financial condition and witness 
told him, as he had been told by Mr. Dimon 
and Mr. Walker, that the latter was doing a 
good business, that he was all right and 
that if he needed money he could get it from 
his father; by saying he was all right wit- 
ness meant that he was solvent. 

Harry O. Bateman, representing George 
Hamilton, testified that he sold Mr. Walker 
some goods and had a conversation with 
him as to his standing ; that Walker told 
witness that he was perfectly solvent, and, 
relying on that, witness sold him the goods. 

Albert Salomon testified that he was pres- 
ent at the interview between his partner 
and Mr. Dimon and Mr. Walker, and cor- 
roborated Felix Salomon's testimony as to 
what occurred at that time. 

W. H. Warburton, who was formerly 
bookkeeper for Frank R. Walker, but who 
now fills a similar position with F. Salomon 
& Co., testified that he was bookkeeper for 
Mr. Walker in October, 1890; Mr. Dimon 
was Mr. Walker’s manager and did most of 
the buying ; witness made up statements 
from the books of Mr. Walker’s condition 
in October, November and December; the 
first statement showed that there was a de 
ficit of $15,000 and the second statement 
showed a larger deficit; when Mr. Walker 
assigned the assignee notified witness that 
he would not need his services, and Mr. 
Walker gave witness a letter of commenda- 
tion. Both of these letters were produced 
by the witness. 

Ebenezer Dimon was the first witness 
called by the defense. He testified that 
never at any time had he any conversation 
with Albert Salomon; he did not receive 
the letter from F. Salomon & Co. which has 
been put in evidence; did not go to Mr. 
Salomon’s office to buy any stock and did 
not make any contract on October 24; he 


also testified that he did not make any state- | 


ment as to Mr. Walker's financial condition 
and did not tell Mr. Salomon that Mr. Walker 
was solvent ; he never was present at any 
interview between Salomon and Felch, and 
the first time that witness was in Mr. Salo- 
mon’s office was in November, when he 
went there to complain as to the quality of 
bagging which Salomon was furnishing. 

John E. McGowan, who is a_ preferred 
creditor for $6,000, testified that between 
January and June, 1890, he had loaned 
Frank R. Walker $7,000, $1,000 of which had 
been repaid. 

Frank R. Walker testified that he never 
at any time made a statement to the plain 
tiff as to his financial condition and never 
made the statement to Mr. Felch to which 
he testified ; defendant saw Albert Salomon 
in plaintiffs’ office once; Mr. Dimon was 
with witness and both went there to com- 
plain as to the quality of the S. P. bagging

THE managers of the recent * exhibi- 
tion and market” of the paper and 
allied trades at London have addressed 
THE JOURNAL in relation to certain 
comments by its British correspondent | 
in the issue of May 23. Naturally dis- | 
senting from the conclusions of that 
correspondent, they assert that the ex- 
hibition was successful, and as evidence 
thereof forward a circular from a num- 
ber of exhibitors and representative | 
houses in the trade, expressing satis- | 
faction with the results and urging | 
another exhibition next year. While | 
the views of our correspondent were 
peculiarly his own we regret that they 
should have been such as to excite 
feeling, and we are pleased to learn 
that the event was so successful as has 
been indicated. 








THE paper trade of this country are 
becoming more alive to the importance 
of foreign markets, although as yet very 
few are making persistent effort to place 
their product before foreign consumers, 
It is to the efforts of these few that we 
can credit the gain in our exports of 
paper, shown by the figures furnished 
by the Treasury Department. The out- 
ward shipments of paper for the first 
three months of this year show an in- 
crease in values, compared with the like 
period of last year, to the extent of 
$37,555. With the increase in mills re- 
ported from year to year and the pro- 


portionately greater increase in output | 


caused by the employment of improved 
machinery and labor saving devices, any 
suspension in demand or falling offin the 
ratio of consumption would bear hard 
upon the industry, and it is therefore
